Social Justice Is The Way 
To Unity 


ERE has been much talk of national unity. 

Our statesmen seem to have hit at last upon a formula 
for winning the war. We must all be united. We must 
have a common purpose. We must have a common hope. 
We must have a common interest in the preservation of 
our civilization. 


If we have this community of interest and purpose 
and hope, they say, we will win the war. If we lack this 
unity, we stand a good chance of losing it. 


If this is to be our formula for victory, if this is to be 
the spirit of our plan for defence, it is high time this coun- 
try was finding a basis for that unity. The discovery of 
such a basis of unity would appear to be the first and most 
pressing duty of a Parliament called together for the sole 
job of winning the war. 


It is the submission of The Edmonton Bulletin and the 
considered opinion of hundreds of thousands of intelligent 
Canadians that Canada’s only possible basis of unity is so- 
cial] justice and an immediate and lively plan for making 
social justice operative at once. 


Common blood does not necessarily bind a country to- 
gether. The cohegion of the German Reich is accomplished 
among a multiplicity of racial strains, from the Hunnish 
Prussian to the Gallic Saxon. 


Common language is not an unfailing bond. Switzer- 
land speaks German, French and Italian. Yet Switzerland 
is the most closely-knit country in Europe. 


What gives Germany her strength is unity of purpose 
—a greedy, selfish and violent purpose, it is true, but still 
&@ positive purpose, promising some concrete gain to the 
people who hold it. 


~~~ What gives Switzerland her unity is common ‘evotion” 
to a high democratic ideal. ‘i 


We want a unity of hope in Canada and a unity of 
interest. 


How can we have those things when every young Can- 
adian knows that out of every 100 of his fellows starting 
life at 25 years of age, 36 of them, after 40 years, will be 
be dead; one of them will be well-to-do; four will live com- 
fortably; five will be gainfully employed and 54 will be 


entirely dependent upon relatives and friends. 


What hope is there for the young man in this picture? 
What interest does it give him in Canada? How does it 
stimulate his national purpose? 


If the achievement of social justice, eliminating the 
social hazards of life as represented in these figures, was 
a complex or a long-drawn-out affair, no one would recom- 
mend it as a wartime measure. We must have a quick 
stimulus and an immediate reaction. 


But social justice, involving a proper plan of unem- 
ployment insurance, health insurance and a decent retire- 
ment allowance fixed at no less than $30 per month and 
beginning at 60 years of age, without the stupid and em- 
barrassing regulations as they exist at present, could be 
brought into existence with the scratch of a pen. It could 
actually be made operative within the week. 


There is even little need to study the question. Ample 
data are available in the experience of New Zealand and 
the United States. 


There is no question of finance. The few cents to be 
paid each week out of salaries on these insurances, now 
while employment is at a peak and salaries are relatively 


large, would not. be missed and in a few years would build 


up a fund of millions of dollars to cushion our aged, our 
employed and our ailing against post-war depression and 
against the terrors of social insecurity. 


This is the true source of Canada’s national unity. 
This is the only proper basis for a national hope, a na- 
tional interest and a national purpose. 


Give our young men something to fight for and there 
will be no conscription worries and no fears of disunity. 


The solution lies with Ottawa. It can be done quickly, 
effectively and economically. 


It should be done NOW.

$1,000,000 In 
Victory Loan 


Investing in capital, or funds 
other than surplus earnings, the 
Workmen's Compensation Board 
purchased $1,000,000 worth of 
Victory Bonds on Saturday, it was 
announced by Dr. .

BATAVIA, Java, Feb. 21. 
— (BUP) — Eighteen Jap- 
anese ships—including five 
cruisers (one blown up) and 
four destroyers—have been 
sunk or damaged in a great 
three-day naval battle in de- 
fence of Java, it was official- 
ly reported today. 

The battle continues tonight as 
Dutch and American warships 
and planes are striking back hard 
at the Japanese assault toward 
the united nations headquarters.

at least two cruisers were set afire 
and presumably lost, one Cruiser 
exploded and presumably was sunk 
and one transport was sunk. 


BEGAN THURSDAY 

The battle continues tonight as 
Dutch and American warships and 
planes are striking back hard at the 
Japanese assault toward the united 
nations headquarters. 

The battle began Thursday morn- 
ing with Japanese invasion of the 
island of Bali, only a mile east of 
Java, but it spread throughout yes 
terday and today to Japanese-held 
Sumatra on the west flank of this 
island. 

But the enemy offensive was 
still hammering heavily against 
the outer defences of Java and 
the big Suerabaya naval base, 
with Japanese bombers striking 
at both ends of Java island in an 
attempt to knock out allied aerial 
defences. 

Bali was submerged by an en- 
circling Japanese attack from all 
sides, including the main airport on 
the south coast, despite furious 
counter-blows by Flying Fortresses 
and dive-bombers, Dutch cruisers 
and United States and Dutch des- 
troyers which inflicted heavy losses 
on the enemy, set one cruiser aflame 
and blew up another in a huge ex- 
plosion-

ada’s second $600,000,000 Victory 
Loan reached a cumulative total 
of $213,072,150 at the close of 
business last night, headquarters 
announced today. Friday's total 
of subscriptions was $48,410,000. 


It included 8694 employees of 
factories and workshops who under 
the payroll-savmg plan developed 
by the National War Finance com- 
mittee, subscribed $953,300, 

The total number of subscriptions 
reported Frirday was 62,940, biggest 
day of the loan in individual pur- 
chases, 

“With one-third of the nominal 
Objective obtained, the loan has 
averaged just over $42,000,000 a day 
for the five days reported up to 
Friday night,” said the committer. 
“Even greater efforts will have to 
be put forward during the remain- 
ing two weeks of the campaign.”

OTTAWA, Feb, 21.—(CP)—A 
complete new voters’ list will be 
prepared for the plebiscite by 
which the government seeks re- 
lease from its commitments 
avainst conscription, Secretary of 
State McLarty announced Fri- 
day in the House of Commons. 
But the lists will neither be re- 
vised nor printed and those whose 
names are inadvertently dropped 
may vote after taking the oath and 
being vouched for by a voter in 
the same district, he said. 

Mr. McLarty, moving the resolu- 
tion upon which the plebiscite bill 
will be based, said the cost, if all 
workers must be paid, will be ap- 

proximately $1,500,000. 

Conservative House Leader Han- 
son renewed his opposition to the 
plebiscite, saying it was “an un- 
worthy evasion of a responsibility 
which properly belongs to this 
house.” 

“Without doubt the plebiscite is 
being taken to save the face of the 
ministry,” he said, and added: “It 
hasn't a single element of courage 
about it.” 

Mr. McLarty, whose depart- 
ment will direct the plebiscite,

The committee to be formed will

Residents of Canada whose racial 
origins are of countries at war 
with Canada and who are not per- 
mitted to vote in provincial eiec- 
tions, or have not served in Cana- 
dian forces will be disqualified. 
This would exclude Canadian citi- 
zens of Japanese origin. 

Interned persons will not be per- 
mitted to vote. 


CIVILIAN QUALIFICATIONS 
For the civilian vote, otherwise, 


they could be.

Who comprises the Government of 
Great Britain is the business of the 
people of Great Britain.: Canadians 
may properly take only a sympathetic 
interest in the subject, such an interest 
as they are willing that people in the 
Old Lands should take in the make-up 
of the cabinet of Canada. But that in- 
terest is, and rightfully, very keen, for 
Canada’s war policy and our national 
fortunes as well are interlocked with 
those of Britain and must be vitally af- 
fected with the capacity of British lead- 
ership. 

It is to be hoped that the recon- 
structed war cabinet of Mr. Churchill 
will avoid the errors of its predecessor 
without making new errors on its own 
account, and set and demand a new 
standard of efficiency all along the line. 
But it must not be expected to work 
miracles. The smaller and differently 
constructed war directorate inherits 
the physical disabilities, as well as the 
responsibilities, of the former body. It 
cannot send to Burma or Australia 
planes and tanks and guns it hasn’t got 
aboard ships which lie on the bottom of 
the ocean. 

These limitations must not be over- 
looked; they exist none the less though 
fome ministers have been put out of 
the war cabinet and some new men 
taken in. What may be looked for and 
hoped is that the new-comers will 
bring with them new ideas and new 
methods, and a “ruthless” willingness 
to deal with incapables wherever these 
are found, 


Defence Needs Now Recognized 


At Ottawa the debate on the Ad- 
dress was dragged out to cover four 
weeks, That it yielded a return to the 
public in keeping with the time and ef- 
fort is not apparent. That it worked 
some harm to the country is to be 
feared. Opportunity was taken by ex- 
tremists—of both types—to say things 
which did not strengthen national unity 
or even preserve racial cordiality. 

The talk-fest ended in those who 
want overseas conscription enforced ar- 
bitrarily and those who oppose con- 
scription in any circumstances joining 
to vote against the Government propo- 
&al to ask the voters to waive election 
pledges and sanction conscription if, as 
and when necessary. The proposal was 
approved, and the plebiscite will be held 
in due course. 

That the debate focussed the atten- 
tion of th members on any specific con- 
Structive action along any line is 
doubtful; it covered too much ground 
to focus attention on anything, and con- 
structive ideas do not shine from the 
pages of the official record. 

The nearest approach to useful em- 
phasis on any subject was the interest 
shown in national defence. This inter- 
est was far from being as strong or as 
general as it should have been, but at 
least parliament has progressed to the 
point where it is not considered posi- 
tive disloyal to Britain to speak of the 
need of building up defence forces in 
Canada. And that is a good way from 
the ill-concealed cynicism with which 
home defence plans were criticised one 
year ago—in parliament and out.

A Good Place For Trust Funds 
SS SE ee es 
The Workmen's Compensation 
Board of the province has subscribed 
$1,000,000 to the Victory Loan. The 
size of the subscription may arouse 
Some wonder as to how the Board hap- 
pens to have so much money on hand. 
Its funds are of course obtained by col- 
lecting fees every pay-day from em- 
ployers and employees, Does this sub- 
scription mean that the Board has been 
collecting away in advance of its needs 
and must find some place to invest the 
surplus? 

Not at all. This money is ear-mark- 
ed to pay pensions which have been al- 
ready awarded, and is held by the 
Board in trust for those to whom it 
must be eventually paid. The procedure 
is this. When a pension is awarded 
the board finds out what amount of 
money, with interest at 3 per cent, will 
be required to pay the pension instal- 
ments throughout the probable lifetime 
of the pensioner. This sum is then 
taken out of the “accident fund” and 
set aside in the “pension fund’—to be 
used only to meet the pension puy- 
ments as these fall due. 

During the past two years it has 
been the practice of the Board to in- 
vest this pension fund money in Do- 
minion bonds, because these are the 
safest securities in which investment 
can be made, and because the Do- 
minion urgently needs money for war 
purposes, The million now subscribed 
is money taken from this fund, and the 
action is in accord with the regular 
practice of the Board. 

So far as contributors to the com- 
pensation funds are concerned, the po- 
sition is the same as though this money 
had been paid out in lump sums to those 
to whom pensions have been awarded. 
The money does not in reality belong 
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to the Board, nor to the public, nor to 
those who are paying compensation 
dues. It belongs to the persons to 
whom pensions have been granted, and 
is being held in trust until the. pay- 
ments have to be made. 


Too Early To Cheer 


Not the least reassuring bit of news 
from the Russian front is the official 
warning issued through Izvestia: “‘We 
must not lose our hea The enemy is 
wounded but not killed. The enemy 
still is on the approaches to Moscow. 
The danger is not yet passed.” 

It has happened on more than one 
occasion that over-confidence has turn- 
ed certain victory into disastrous de- 
feat. The success won by the Russians 
is so sweeping, and the relief from im- 
minent peril so great, that they might 
easily “lose their heads’—and thus 
lose the campaign. They are facing an 
ingenious and resourceful foe, still in- 
genious and resourceful while his 
armies are falling back, perhaps more 
so than in more prosperous circum- 
stances. 


There can be no security for Russia, 
as there can be none for any of its 
allies, until the Axis has been smashed 
beyond ‘possible recovery. Hitler means 
to have the Russian wheat-lands and 
oilfields, His purposes have not 
changed because of one failure to get 
them. They will never change while 
he lives and holds power to strike an- 
other blow. 

The Russians have fought steadily 
under desperate conditions. If they 
continue to hold steady, they have 
made a permanent advance along the 
road which will lead to safety and 
peace, But that road is long, longer 
now than it seemed some weeks ago, de- 
spite the Russian victories. There will 
be plenty of time to cheer when the end 
is reached, if in the meantime the Al- 
lied powers keep fighting resolutely 
on that and every epee front. 


Australians were surprised that the 
Japanese, while fighting pitched battles 
in Sumatra and Burma and Manila, and 
carrying on bombing raids in a dozen 
other places, could spare 72 bombers 
and a fleet of fighters for the first at- 
tack on Port Darwin. The airmada 
was of overwhelming size in that part 
of the world, and the largest the enemy 
has used anywhere in a first attack. 
But Germany lost more than that many 
planes in a single day over Britain, and 
has lost probably as many in a day, on 
more than one occasion, in Russia. 
Japan has superior air power in the 
Pacific, but only because its opponents 
there are away below par.

Do We Stay Awake This Time? 
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Adjusting School Terms 


FROM THE REGISTER-REPUBLIC, 
ROCKFORD, ILL, 

Three high schools in DeKalb County 
will go on a six-day week basis for the 
second semester so they may close on May 
9 to enable students to help with farm 
work, The plan was worked out by boards 
of education and faculty members at Lee, 
Shabbona and Malta because of the short- 
age of farm labor, 

While the idea is new in this part of 
Illinois, adjustment of the school year to 
farm needs has been worked out succeéss- 
fully over a pee of years in a number 
of counties in upper central Wisconsin. 
In the area where potatoes are raised, the 
term, begins late in August, about two 


weeks before schools open elsewhere, 80 
that classes can be suspended for two 
weeks in October for potato digging. 

During the “potato vacation” younge 
sters of all ages, and frequently their 
teachers, too help in the fields. When the 
crop is in, they return to their classrooms, 
certainly none the worse for two weeks 
of activity in the crisp, fresh air of 
Autumn, 

Education should not be neglected dure 
ing the period ahead, but it will be nécese 
sary for those who operate our schools to 
adjust their thinking to the demands of 
wartime. What has been done by the 
boards and faculty of three DeKalb 
County schools show that they are alert 
to the needs of the day.

Never look a dog directly in the 
eyes when you are teaching him 
tricks or training him to “fetch.” 
This is particularly good advice to 
follow with hunting dogs being 
trained as retrievers. For some rea- 
son this upsets a dog and takes 
his mind off the job at hand, 

Look your own dog “in the eye” 
the next time you are playing with 
him and notice his reactions, With 
some dogs its effect is stronger 
than in others, but with all dogs 
it has a hypnotizing effect. 


APPROACHING AN 
INJURED DOG 

Many readers have written to 
inquire about the best method of 
aiding a dog that has been injured 
by a car, fallen tree, or nimal 
trap, In many instances they have 
reported that a hitherto friendly pet 
has snapped at or bitten them when 
they have attempted to pick him 
up following an accident, 

Frequeutly, the dog is unawere 
of the actual cause of his injury 
and his natural instinct to protect 
himself from further pain will im- 
pel him to “turn” on anyone, even 
his master, who might go to his 
assistance unless the dog realizes 
he is being helped. So. I have 
always found it wise to approach 
an injured animal slowly, rather 
than rushing to him, at the same 
time ragssuring him by softly call- 
ing his name. That will inspire 
confidence in the dog and he will 
become a willing and exceedingly 
grateful patient.

Chief Coristable Shute 


Outlines Activities Of 
Force In Annual Review 


Recommending that three new constables be added to 
Edmonton's police force and that additional equipment, in- 
volving an estimated expenditure of $1,360, be purchased 
for the traffic squad, and urging also that approximately 
$700 be set aside for the maintenance of the city police sta- 


nual report for 1941. 


Describing the past year as 
relatively free from major crime 
and possibly one of the best in 
the city’s history from a law-en- 
forcement standpoint, the chief 
constable cited only seven out- 
standing criminal cases in the re- 
port. Arrests were made in all 
instances and were subsequently 
followed by convictions and sent- 
ences. 

Reporting on the financial con- 
dition of the department, the cnief 
constable declared that expenditure 
during ‘the year was within $50 of 
the estimate provided. 


the department had been kept as 
low as possible, he said, and io 
new equipment had been ‘ought 
which was not absolutely neces- 
sary. 

TOTAL EXPENDITURE 

Total amount of money spent 
during the year was $196,621.64, 
while revenue was only $14,470.59. 
This made a net expenditure of 
$182,151.05. 

In consideration of the fact that 
during the year salaries were re- 
stored to the 1929 basic rate and 
similar action was taken in regard 
to the clothing allowance paid to 
men working in plain clothes, and 
while no provision was made for 
this in the estimates, making rea- 
sonable allowance for this, the ex- 
penditures of the department were 
actually within $50 of the amount 
allotted. 

Exactly 1,387 persons were ar- 
rested and booked through the 
Police register during the year as 
compared with 1,468 in 1940, show- 
ing @ decrease of 71. In addition 
1,417 other persons were given 
summons to appear in court, as 
against 1,329 in 1940. The account- 
ing department issued 283 sum- 
mons in connection with traffic 
tags. ‘ 

In urging that three additional 
constables be added’ to the force, 
Chief Shute pointed out that the 
total population of the city is now 
approximately 97,000, and that if 
the recommendation was approved 
it would bring the sirength of the 
force to about the relative pro- 
portion of one constable to every 
1,000 of population. “In view of 
the large area of the city this 
population is by no means high,” 
he stated. 


PRESENT STRENGTH 

The present strength of the force 
is 93, including the clerical staff 
and janitors, the chief reported, 
and stated also that during the past 


had been excellent, and 
listed only two instances where ill- 
ness had forced members to be off 
duty for any extended periods. 
Discipline of the men was also re- 
ported to be high and only twice 
was it necessary to inflict penalties 
for minor infractions of the rules. 

In addition to urging the enlist- 
ment of three new constables, the 
chief also recommended that A. M. 
Edwardson, who is at present: em- 
ployed as clerk in the detective 
department, be sworn in as a first 
year constable. 

While the present motor vehicle 
equipment of seven prowler cars, 
four of which are equipped with 
two-way radio, was held to be 
adequate for the present time, the 
report recommended the purchase 
of a new motorcycle and side-car 
for the traffic squad and also a new 
side-car for the one “solo” ma- 
chine now being used by the squad. 
The cycle with car attached would 
cost approximately $1,110 the chief 
reported, while the lone sida-car 
could be obtained for about $250. 
STATION MAINTENANCE 

Stressing that the present police 
station on 102 avenue is now 10 
years old and that nothing at all 
has been done in some sections in 
the way of redecorating, the re- 
port urged that not less than $700 
be set aside for maintenance. Sec- 
tions of the building most in need 
of repairs were listed as the gym- 
nasium, muster room, cells and 
other sections of the second floor. 

It was also recommended by the 
chief that an auxiliary heating sys- 
tem be installed in the unfinished 
portion of the basement of the 
building, directly beneath the gar- 
age. This. he said, was necessary, 
as the present heating system was 
incapable of heating the garage at 
a satisfactory temperature during

STUPID FOLK DANGEROUS 

Fundamentally there is a streak 
of stupidity in people of this class,

Oh yes, I know what the 
difficulties were, but it was another 
case of the danger which comes 
from lack of co-operation, and 
where other people — innocent 
people, who have no voice, are left 
to pay the bill and are still paying 
it Spites, prejudices, bad tempers 
are the enemies on the home front, 
They cripple our efforts, 


CONSCRIPTION ISSUE 

Here in Canada let us take a serl- 
ous look at the conscription issue 
{now don’t be nervous, Mr. Editor, 
I am not dealing with it in a po- 
litical way).

Our 
lives and everything we have, 
everything we hold dear, depends 
on our winning the war.

Nothing in 
the world if the people concerned 
could suddenly be filled with just 
one desire—the saving of ourselves 
and all mankind from the evil 
which threatens. That one great 
urgency would blot out the past 
with its bitterness and jealousies in 
the twinkling of an eye. 


NO FAMILY ROW 

But, you say, that would be a 
miracle. Can you imagine Mr. 
King, Mr. Meighen, Mr. Hepburn, 
Mr. Coldwell, Mr. Herridge and Mr. 
Godbout sitting down in a spirit of 
harmony and saying: we have only 
one desire, and that is to make Can- 
ada’s contribution the greatest poss- 
ible so that not one ounce of ener- 
gy might be wasted in internal dis- 
agreement? I certainly can imag- 
ine it. It makes easier thinking 
than the spectacle of a divided Can- 
ada. I cannot believe that even the 
most pugnacious of our leaders 
would actually throw the gate open 
to the invaders, and a row in Can- 
ada at this time would do just that. 
We can't afford the luxury of a 
family row! P 

I think it might help our leaders 
to go down to the “unnamed east- 
ern Canadian port” and see the sur- 
vivors of the torpedoed boats, our 
own sailors with their bloodshot 
eyes, cracked lips, swollen tongues, 
and the tales of their companions 
who perished. The war has come 
to Canada! 

There is always a solution for a 
family problem, or a national prob- 
lem, if people will meet in humility 
and repentance—and I mean re- 
pentance in all its old-fashioned im- 
plications, Let us remember that— 
we sold war material to Japan, We 
had our share in breaking the 
League of Nations. We tolerated 
injustice and shut our eyes to evil, 
and there is no argument that can 
release us from responsibility, That 

why I say we must now solve 
our problems in the spirit of re- 
pentance. False pride must go if 
we are to save our nation. 

I think that many of us are still 
in the unorganized foolishly opti- 
mistic mood of “don't you worry, it 
will all come out right We have 
the greatest combination of united 
nations the world has ever seen. 
Just wait till the Americans get 
into their stride.” 


BETTER DO SOMETHING 

It's all right to wait, but we had 
better do something while we are 
waiting. Something that will clear 
out the old spites and lower our de- 
sire to have our own way at all 
costs. 

When Edgar R. Murrow, the sen- 
ior Columbia correspondent, came 
back to America to give a report of 
his three years in Europe, he gave 
his listeners a series of unforgett- 
able pictures of the war. Then he 
broke off and said something like 
this, “It was easy to begin this talk, 
I could start in almost any place; 
but it’s a little hard to finish it, so 
I think I will have to fall back on 
what my Scotch secretary said one 
night in London during a raid. She 
came into the room where a num- 
ber of us were working around the 
table and said quietly, “Gentlemen, 
I do not wish to disturb you, but the 
building is on fire.”

There are few things so devastat-

On Bridge 


By WM. E. McKENNEY, 
America’s Card Authority 

Previously I have pointed out the 
principles governing a ‘blind lead 
from a holding of three cards: The 
general principle is to lead the top 
if the higher two cards afe in se- 
quence, or if the tripleton is headed 
by the ten or lower, 

With the jack or higher at the 
top of a tripleton, the lowest card 
is led against no trump. The object 
here is to hold the honor over a 
possible low stopper held by the 
declarer. But tho jack should be 
led against a suit bid. Whether to 
lead the queen or king from Q-x-x 
or K-x-x against a suit bid is a 
matter of inference, but if in doubt, 
lead the top,

Lead 43 is not uncommon 
against a suit contract. The deuce 
is led next, and the player hopes 
for a third-round ruff. 

Lead 44 is met occasionally, 
where there is reason to believe 
that partner holds the ace or queen 
of the suit, and can give the leader 
a third-round ruff. This lead, in 
common with all Jeads that look 
toward a remote ruff, is usually 
made only if the leader has in 
trumps some such holding as A-x-x 
or K-x-x. 

Such a trump holding assures 
that the leader can stop the trump 
suit once before all his small 
trumps are taken out, But if the 
trump holding is any longer or 
stronger, the leader should as a 
rule try to force declarer to ruff, 
rather than try to get ruffs him- 
self, 

The tripleton leads are not un- 
common against no trump, when 
the leader's only suit or suils of 
four or more cards have been bid 
by the declaring side, 

Leads 47 and 50 are about the 
most undesirable possible. e 
doubleton honor, in conjunction 
with a guarded honor held by 
partner, may form a stopper against 
the declarer’s leads, while the lead 
of this honor may clear up the 
whole suit for him.

McCoy Health Service 


Although most doctors frown 
upon the use of the word bilious, 
I find that many patients complain 
of biliousness and it is certain that 
a sick man is not concerned So 
much with the correct name of his 
symptoms as he is with relief. 

When the average layman de- 
velops a certain set of symptoms 
he immediately pictures himself as 
bilious. We can not get very far 
away from the fact that the name 
biliousness has come to stand for 
something in the popular mind. and 
the average person readily under- 
stands what is meant by it, whereas 
he might be confused if a different 
terminology were used. 

The patient who js bilious is blue, 
depressed and ary; he has a 
headache; coated tongue and poor 
appetite, The skin has a muddy, 
sallow look and the whites of the 
eyes may take on a yellowish tinge 
His stomach is upset and he may 
be constipated. In addition, he may 
have a fever, As a general rule, he 
will fee] miserable for a few days, 
after which the liver readjusts itself 
and the symptoms disappear. 

The most common cause of bil- 
iousness is overeating, and partic- 
ularly the overuse of rich foods 
The patient with a sluggish liver 
and any of these bilious symptoms 
will do well to omit fats, greasy 
foods, sugars and starches for a 
time, and to use @ larger amount 
of vegetables instead, 

When the body is enervated by 
bad habits other than incorrect 
eating, the liver may seem to be 
unable to take care of an extra 
amount of heavy food. Any habit 
which wastes energy which should 
be given to the liver will in time 
induce a sluggishness of this organ 
in those with a tendency to bilious- 
ness. Late hours, worry, excitement, 
and other excesses are therefore 
potent causes of bilious symptoms 
as they may deprive the liver of 
the energy it needs to function, 

It is especially important for the 
patient with any tendency to bil- 


| 


iousness to maintain strict intestinal | 


cleanliness. If the colon refuses to 
empty itself normally, then the en- 
ema may be used temporarily to 
secure immediate cleansing. In the 


iousness, the patient will often 
experience marked relief by going 
on a diet of only green vegetables, 
Two or three meals a day should be 
used, which are made up of any 
vegetables with butter as season- 
patients prefer to uge the cooked 
vegetablee with butter as season- 
ing; while others prefer the use of 
their vegetables in the form of a 
non-starchy soup, taking several 
small meals a day of this soupy 
mixture whenever they get hungry. 
Generally this vegetable regimen 
needs to be kept up only two or 
three days at the moat. 

To get the quickest results it is 
best to take one or two enemas a 
day to keep the colon clean, It is 
perfectly safe to use as large an 
amount as desired of the vegetables. 
They will prevent a desire for other 
food which the patient may become 
“lonesome” unless well filled with 
the vegetables or vegetable soup. 

If there is considerable headache, 
dizziness or nausea, the patient ex- 
periencing a bilious attack is better 
off in bed. Usually, the symptoms 
will soon pass away and afterward 
it is important to adopt better 
habits of living which will prevent 
further attacks.

Refugees In England Are 
Aided By British Y.W.C.A. 


TORONTO, Feb. 21.—Word has 
been received nere py the Nationa! 
Council of the Y.W.C.A., concern. 
ing the work done by the British 
Y.W.C.A. for refugees in England 

Although the international work 
of the Y.W.C.A. in Great Britain 
is inevitably curtailed by the war, 
the spirit of international friend- 
ship is very much alive. 

Citing at random a few of the 
many services of the “Y” there— 
they introduce foreigners to Inter- 
national Fellowship Clubs; lend 
their halls to the Free French; have 
refugees as guests at their summer 
camps; arrange to have refugees 
placed in private homes; assist with 
personal problems and advise them 
on ways and means of coping with 
a strange new world. 

Many of the European refugees 
who were lucky enough to reach 
England, came with nothing but 
the clothes they wore. The Y.W.C.A 
has taken as many as poasible un- 
der their wing, allowing them to 
stay in the Y's hostef, rent free, in 
exchange for domestic or other 
work, Refugees not long released 
from internment camps may re- 
main there while looking for jobs. 

The Y.W.C.A. in Britain nas be- 
come a sort of central information 
bureau for getting news about in- 
ternees in German concentration 
camps, to friends and relatives in 
Englands Y.W. workers run inter- 
national groups or circles at the 
“Y" centres in various towns, when 
Czechs may get together one after- 
noon, Poles another, French ea-

The estimate provides for the fol- 
lowing anticipated expenses in con- 
trast with last year's actual costs, 
administration, $68,640 against $59,- 
278; professional care of patients, 
$148,024 against $140,753; medical 
and surgical supplies, $50,520 against 
$48,872; departmental expenses, 
$177,576 against $174,438; dietetic 
department, $114,720 against $111,- 
777, and special expenditures, $6,000 
against $11,000. 


ANTICIPATED REVENUE 


Anticipated revenue was tabula- 
fed as follows: patients’ receipts, 
$360,000 against $345,945 actually 
collected in 1941; net government 
grant, $62,400 against $60,285; tuber- 
culosis section, $31,080 against $30,- 
627; soldiers’ section $6,000 against 
$7.784; and miscellaneous, $6,000 
G@gainst $5,946. 

It is anticipated. that a city 
grant of $100,000 as against $95,- 
531 received last year, will be re- 
quired. 

It was pointed out, in the analysis 
of the January 1942 financial state- 
ment, that the cost of operation last 
month was $46,893, which works out 
at $3.39 per patient day as against 
$3.32 in 1941 and $3.04 in 1940, omit- 
ting capital charges in all three, | 


MONTH'S INCOME 

During the month, the total rev- 
enue was $46,351, of which $36,687 
was patient receipts. This latter | 
figure is about $6,000 above that of 
January, 1941, but only about $160 
more than in January 1940. 

City collections for the month 
were equivalent to 8125 per cent 
of operating charges against city 
patients during January in the 
Royal Alexandra and 14.08 per cent 
in the Isolation hospital. 

There was a combined deficit for 
the month of $541.50 to be covered 
by city grant,
